Commissioner Raymond:—It gives 
me а great deal of pleasure this 
morning to cast my vote for Commis- 
sioner Archibald for Mayor. 


His long experience with municipal 
affairs, during which he has served 
successively as Alderman, City Clerk, 
CityCommissioner, with the important 
duties attached to the office of Direc- 
tor of Revenue and Finance; his tem- 
perament, equable and stable; his vast 
acquaintance with the people of this 
city and his sound business judgment 
seem to me to peculiarly fit him for 
the office of Mayor under this form of 
government. 


While our political affiliations differ, 
under the commission form it is im- 
possible to distribute all of the offices 
to those of one’s own political faith, 


and the spirit of the Walsh Act would 
preclude such considerations since the 
form of government is supposedly 
non-partisan. ` 


I am satisfied that Mr. Archibald 


will make appointments to the Board . 


of Education which will in every way 
measure up to the expectations of 
those who have voted at the late elec- 
tion with the intention of keeping 
politics out of the School Board, and I 
know that Mr. Archibald fully ap- 
preciates the immense importance of 
maintaining the American school sys- 
tem. 


While I nominate Mr. Archibald for 
Mayor, the motion should place him 
in nomination for Director of the De- 
partment of Public Affairs, which 
Т do.
